Spring Aerial Baiting Program 

The National Parks and Wildlife Service (NPWS) Blue Mountains Branch will be 
undertaking its spring aerial baiting program from 5-16 September 2022. The 
program continues the twice-yearly landscape scale aerial baiting efforts conducted 
since the 2019-20 bushfires, which have resulted in fewer stock losses for 
neighbouring graziers, reductions in wild dog and fox sightings and increases in 
native species such as koalas and quolls. In the Central Tablelands LLS area the 
NPWS reserves to be baited are:

e Avisford Nature Reserve 
e Blue Mountains National Park 
e Capertee National Park 
e Durridgere State Conservation Area 
e Gardens of Stone National Park 
e Goodiman State Conservation Area 
e Goulburn River National Park 
Jenolan Karst Conservation Reserve 
Kanangra-Boyd National Park 
Mugii Murum-ban State Conservation Area 
Munghorn Gap Nature Reserve 
Turon National Park 
e Wollemi National Park 
e Yarrobil National Park

Live traffic updates expanded to include 
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regional local roads 


Real time traffic information will soon be available for motorists using local roads 
across 22 regional Local Government Areas (LGAs). 


Minister for Regional Transport and Roads Sam Farraway said the NSW 
Government is expanding the Live Traffic NSW website and app to provide more 
reliable information to drivers, especially during emergencies like bushfires or floods. 


“We have created a platform which allows councils to share real time live traffic 
information from their local roads into a central hub, which will give more information 
to motorists when they are travelling on the state’s network of regional highways,” Mr 
Farraway said. 


“We’ve taken on feedback from communities and recommendations from the Royal 
Commission into National Natural Disaster Arrangements Report to develop 
‘OneRoad’ a backend portal for councils to feed their data into Live Traffic NSW so 
road impacts across local and state roads are all in the one place. 


“The initial 22 LGAs have been chosen in consultation with the NSW Police, RFS 
and SES with the view to have all 128 LGAs across the state on board by 2024. 


“LGAs will continue to come onboard in stages, with the priority given to the regional 
councils who have been impacted most by bushfires and floods. 


“In the event of road closures through floods or fires, they will no longer have to 
piece together information from different sources to work out what roads are open 
and safe to use.

Digital Vehicle Registration 
takes off 


More than 230,000 customers have signed up for 
Transport’s new Digital Vehicle Registration (DVR) 


service since its Launch in March. 


“Feedback has been positive with customers saying 
that DVR is quick and easy to use. They appreciate 
having a digital reminder service that provides all 
the information they need to renew registration,”

“DVR offers registration renewal reminders via 

email. MyService NSW Accounts and alerts from the 
Service NSW app. It also gives immediate access to 

4 digital Certificate of Registration.” | 


You are eligible for this service if you are the 


registered operator of a vehicle that can be renewed 
online, Companies are not eligible at this stage 
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Once you sign up, registration reminders are sent 
* six weeks before registration is due 
e two weeks before it is due 
e the day after it is due (if not renewed by the due 
date} 


Customers only have to opt in once and digital 
notifications start immediately for all eligible 
vehicles,” said Katie. 


After opting-in. customers will no longer receive 
renewal notifications by post as they will switch to 
digital notifications.

Purchasing a puppy or kitten in NSW 

Adding a new puppy or kitten to your family is an exciting time but it’s important to 
check you are purchasing from a responsible breeder. The NSW Government has 
launched a campaign to help NSW consumers when making purchasing decisions. 


Can you spot 
the difference? 


Am froma responsible 
breeder or puppy factory? 


How to avoid buying from a puppy factory 
Do you know how to choose a responsible breeder? Time spent researching will 
help protect you and your puppy. Here are some tips to help: 


e Visit where the puppy was bred or is being housed. Are the conditions clean 
and comfortable? Does the puppy’s mother look healthy and happy? Can you 
interact with and meet her? 

e Ask the breeder if they follow the mandated NSW Animal Welfare Breeding 
Code of Practice. 

e By adhering to this Code, people involved in animal breeding demonstrate to 
the general community their concern for the welfare of the animals in their 
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care. Section 9 ‘Transfer of Ownership’ contains details on ownership 
transfer 

e Make sure the puppy is up to date with vaccinations, flea and worm 
treatments 

e Research the breeder or seller. Check any reviews or ratings available 

e Contact the breeder or seller if you have any other questions about the dog or 
puppy 

e Find trusted sources of information to help you make a good decision, such as 


the RSPCA’s Smart Puppy and Dog Buyers Guide 
e Consider purchasing a pet from a rescue shelter 


Be aware of puppy scammers - what you see is not always what you get 


In 2021, the Australian Competition and Consumer Commission’s (ACCC) 
Scamwatch received 3,332 pet scam reports with a total of over $4 million lost 
across Australia — an average of 9 people per day losing $1,200 each. The most 
common pets used in scams were puppies followed by kittens. 


Avoid a scam — know the questions to ask before you make a purchase. The NSW 
Department of Primary Industries has produced a puppy buying checklist. Download 
your copy HERE and know what to ask.
